right of the canyon as you come up 
tbe narrow gulch is the Brooklyn hoist- 
ing works, lately erected by Messrs. J. 
B. Cooper and M. Sun Pedro. 
The 


Brooklyn is one of the finest mines in 
the State and produces ore that assays 
all the wny from $14 tu $1,700 per 
ton. 
On the same side of the canyon, 


a little further up, is the Alameda 
mine; the ledge in this 
mine is 


very wide and regular and carries good 
paying ore streaked with native silver. 
Just across the cunyon lies the famous 
Alexander mine, which contains one of 
the largest bodies of ore ever found in 
Nevada; those who have examined it 
speak of it with wonder and amazement. 
They are busy sinking to open up the 
seventh level and as depth is gained 
the ore gradually improves in character 
and grade. No camp in the State of 
Nevada can boast nf belter prospects 
than Grantsville can at present.
